_ Times and in More Recent Years. 


For eight consecutivé is- 
sues we have been consider- 
ing topics given in the Flori- 
da Baptist Witness under the 


title “The Fallacy of “the 
Modern Holiness Propa- 
ganda.” We commenced 


with the last one and have 
just finished up the last two. 
We are now ready for the 
third topic counting from the 
last, or the fifth as considered 
by the writer that has so 
grossly attacked the hoiiness 

movement of our land. He 
names it ‘The Rolling Fal- 
lacy. 

In his comment upon the 
subject he says, “Nowhere 
does God’s Word teach such 
things as practiced by that 
cult commonly known as 
‘holy rollers.” No doubt this 
man has heard the ridiculous 
stories that have been ‘going 
the rounds about these- sin- 
cere worshipers. It is doubt- 
ful if he has ever been in any 
of their meetings. 

Immediately following the 
use of the term “holy rollers” 
he flings out a number of 
questions as if he did not 
know of anything better to 
fill upspace. Here they are: 
“Why roll in the dust as a 
mark of humility? Does not 
God expect us to use at least 
a little of the intelligence He 
has given us? Does the 
Bible teach anywhere that 
men and women of common- 
sense and refinement should 
so lose their selt-respect as to 
roll in the dirt as a mark of 
humility? Is there not a bet- 
ter way to exhibit the true 
spirit of humility? Do people 
have to act insanely to show 
that they are Christians?” 
His answer to his own ques- 
tions is simply “I think not. 
My Bible does not teach it.” 

Now if he means for this 
answer to apply to his last 
questionly, it is certainly a 
weak answer to such a ques- 
tion. If he means to apply it 
to each of the preceding 
questions it becomes ridicu- 
lous. 

Judging from these ques- 
tions, this gentleman has got 
it into 
“holiness propaganda” teach- 
es its subjects to deliberately 


his mind that this 


lie down and “roll 1n the dust 
asa mark of humility.” I 
challenge him to produce one 
instance where this has been 
done. I unhesitatingly say 
that such a charge is false 
and without any foundation. 
He may have heard such 
wild stories but there is no 
truth in them. 

Such false 
these are keeping hundreds 
of people from attending the 
services and thus depriving 
them of hearing the gospel 
and receiving the blessings 
from the Lord.~ I feel it my 
duty to publicly repudiate 
such statements when they 
are found printed in public 
newspapers. The idea of 
people deliberately lying 
down and rolling in the dust 
as a mark of humility! It is 
certainly a mark bordering on 
to insanity fer people to be- 
lieve such preposterous sto- 
ries that are circulated about 
the innocent humble worship- 
pers of God referred to as 
the “holiness propaganda.” 
But if they were to humble 
themselves in the -dust it 
would be nothing more than 
Bible characters have done. 
Josh. 7:6; 2 Sam. 12:16;Esther 
4:3; Job 2:8, 12, 13; Jonah 3:6. 


Again he interrogates, “Is 
it not a fact that such insane 
behavior in the name of re- 
ligion is a réflection on the 
religion ot Jesus Christ? The 
religion of Christ is sane and 
practical.” Then he gives 
a verse of Scripture which is 
perfectly all right when ap- 
plied right. “1 Cor. 14:40. 
Let all things be done: de- 
cently and in order.” He 
means to show by this verse 
that the conduct of the “holi- 
ness propaganda” is indecent 
and disorderly. By this he 
intends to create a prejudice 
and public sentiment against 
the Holiness people. He is 
accusing them of indecency 
and disorder witheut giving 
one instance. It is time for 
us to declare openly to the 
world that such accusations 
are false. The holiness peo- 
ple are not indecent. They 
are not disorderly. I would 
like to have Mr. P. to attend 
some of our camp meetings

and conventions where the 
Lord works so wonderfully. 
He would have the privilege 
of beholding a people filled 
with holy love, both decent 
and orderly. 

—He continues by giving 
part of another verse of 
Scripture. This time it is 
“| Tim. 3:15. That thou 


mayest know how thou 


oughtest to behave thyself in 


the House of God.” Here 
he stops the verse. He can’t 
afford to add the balance of 
it~ But instead he puts his 
explanation upon it in paren- 
thesis thus: (This will apply 
to a tent, or any place of 
worship, even a_ residence 
used for God’s worship.) 


All candid sincere readers 
of the Bible will see at once 
his wild assertion now. In 
this statement he is either 1g- 
norant or willfully deceitful. 
If he is tgnorant he is to be 
pitied and is an unsafe man 


to follow. If he is willfully 
deceitful he is extremely 
dangerous. Of course there 


will be many readers of the 
“Florida Baptist Witness” 
that will read this and accept 
his explanation without turn- 
ing to the verse and reading 
it for themselves. 

We have found him now, 
as at other times, in direct 
opposition to Paul. In this 
verse he refers to, Paul ex- 
plains it, but he does not say 
like Mr. P. “(This will apply 
to a tent, or any place of 
worship.)” Here is Paul’s 
explanation about the place 
where Timothy is to behave 
himself. “In the house of 
God, which is the church of 
the living God, the pillar and 
Ground of the truth.” Who 
ever heard of a tent, ora 
place of worship, or a resi- 
dence, being “the church of 
the living God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth?” Jesus said 
He would build His Church 
(Math. 16:18) and nowhere do 
we find Him building tents 
or residences where Timothy 
or anybody else should be- 
have themselves according 
to certain instructions given 
by Paul. 

If I did not know any 
more about Scripture than 
to apply this “House of God” 
spoken of by Paul to a tent 
or residence I would certain- 
ly retreat from the field of 
battle until I learned some- 
thing, unless I was mean 
enough to want to deceive 
precious unwary souls that | 
knew would believe what | 





said without any proof. 

Just think for one moment 
how ridiculous it would be 
for Paul, who wrote to the 
Church of God at’ Corinth, to 
address his letter to a tent or 
residence. It has become 
such a custom to call houses 
of wood, brick or stone, 
churches, that Mr. P. thinks 
it was in a house like that 
where Paul instructed Timo- 
thy to behave himself. 


In order to make Mr. P’s. 
argument seem all the more 
rdiculous, and to instruct our 
people as well, I wish to call 
attention to the fact that Paul 
had just been instructing 
Timothy about the women 
keeping silence, and the 
qualifications of bishops and 
deacons, which had no refer- 
ence to a service for worship 
in some house, and he con- 
cludes by saying, “These 
things (these matters of busi- 
ness) write I unto _ thee, 
hoping to come unto thee 
shortly; But it I tarry long, 
that thou mayest know how 
thou oughtest to behave (con- 
duct or harmonize) thyself in 
the * * * church of the living 
God, the pillar and ground of 
the truth.” 


It is plain to see thet Paul 
had no reference whatever to 
Timothy's behavior in some 
house or tent. There is not 
the least hint given in his in- 
structions as to whether he 
should stand, sit or lie down, 
walk, run or jump. Nota 
thing about “rolling” and 
such things that seem to be 
so obnoxious to the writer in 
the Florida Baptist witness. 
No, Paul was instructing 
Timothy about some matters 
of business and goverment. 

But to resume: His next 
reference is “Psalms 101:2.” 
But he was careful not to 
give this in his article. Here 
is what it is: “I will behave 
myself wisely in a perfect 
way. O, when wilt thou 
come unto me? I will walk 
within my house with a per- 
fect heart.” This teaches 
Holiness, the very thing that 
our opponent opposes. To 
behave one’s self in a perfect 
way means a life free from 
sin and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. To have a perfect 
heart means to have a 
cleansed or sanctified heart. 
This 1s obtained by an appli- 
cation of the blood of Christ, 
the very experience that Mr. 
P. opposes. 

His next reference is “1 
Cor. 13:5.” He does not in- 





sert that either. I’m sure he 
does not want the last part 
af the verse and he would 
like to be the judge of the 
first part. But he shall nei- 
ther be the judge, nor take 
the first part without the last. 
God shall be the judge and 
the last part cannot be left 
off. “Doth not behave itself 
unseemly.” There is_ where 
he wants to stop, but the 
verse does not stop there. 
“Seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no 
evil.” Ifthe gentleman is up 
to the last part of this verse 
then he will have no trouble 


with his “holiness propa- 
ganda.”’ 
He continues by saying, 


“Read the second chapter of 
Acts. There is no record ot 
where they rolled in the 
dirt and dust.” 

“We conclude then,” says 
he, “after our inability to find 
any scriptural authority for 
such conduct, that is, ‘rolling’ 
is not born of truth in revela- 
tion, but of ignorance and in- 
decency.” 


After he “concludes,” we 
conclude that this man and 
thousands like him are too 
far from God to know any- 
thing about God’s power. 
While we deny the deliberate 
lying down and rolling as a 
mark of humility, we are free 
to say that many fall under 
the- power of God and at 
times their bodies are swayed 
to and fro under His mighty 
power. But falling before 
God, stricken down by His 
power, has been a frequent 
occurrence both in Bible 
times and more recent years. 


Remember that Paul fell 
to the ground in the big road. 
Acts. 9:14. John fell as one 
dead. Rev. 1:17. Peter, James, 
and John fell on their faces. 
Math. 17:6. Daniel fell. Dan- 
iel 18:17, also 10:8-I1. Ezekiel 
fell. Ezek. 1:28, also 3:23. 
Many other instances could 
be given, showing peculiar 
manifestations and operations 
of the bodies of men who 
were affected by the power 


of God. 


If space would permit we 
could give hundreds of in- 
stances where members of 
nearly all the modern 
churches have fallen under 
the power of God accom- 
panied by strange exercises 
of the body. 

“In the year 1801,” says a

Why You Can’t Get Wogr Prayers Answered 


One of the foundation 
principles of the Christian 
religion is God's faithfulness 
in answering the prayers of 
His children. God keeps us 
in life and victory by answer- 
ing our prayess. Where 
there is no answer to prayer 
there is no life, but a barren 
waste. Whatever hinders our 
prayers that they do not 
reach heaven and bring 
God’s blessings upon us, 
must be removed. We may 
‘be assured that if our prayers 
are not answered there is a 
reason. God does not mock 
us, He has promised and can- 
not deny Himself His words 
are sure and if we come in 
accordance with His require- 
ments we shall have the an- 
swer to our prayer. 

But some would ask “Why 
do I not get an answer to my 
prayers?” Let us notice 
some ‘of the reasons why 
some do not get their prayers 
answered. 

1. They “ask amiss.” Read 
James 4:3. They ask not 
for His glory only, but there 
is some selfish motive in it. 
Something that concerns 
“self” more than God’s glory. 
God says “Call upon me in 
the day of trouble; I will de- 
liver thee, and thou shalt 
glorify me.” Ps 50:15.As you 
pray is His glory uppermost 
in your heart? If so this 
forms a good basis for you to 
expect an answer. 

2. The life of the one 
praying may not be pleasing 
to God. On various occa- 
sions God has refused the 
prayers, sacrifices and offer- 
ings made to Him’ because 
those who offered them had 
not given up some sin or for- 
bidden practice. David said 
“If 1 regard iniquity in my 
heart the Lord will not hear 
me.” So if our prayer fails 
to go through it’s well 
enough to examine our hearts 
to see if there is not a hin- 
drance somewhere. We read 
in 1 John 3:22 “And whatso- 
ever we ask we receive of 
him, because we keep his 
commandments and do those 
things that are pleasing in his 
sight.” 

3. It may be that God’s 
will is not fully eneugh un- 
derstood or comprehended, 
and we do not pray with the 
proper conception of what 
God desires to do in us. You 
could not begin work for me 
unless you knew what was 
the work I wanted performed 
So the prayer of faith implies 
a knowledge of God’s will. 
“And this is the confidence 
that we have in him, that if 
we ask anything according to 
His will, he heareth us.” 1 
John 5:14. To pray without

the knowledge of God’s will 
is to pray at random, and you 
could not expect such to be 
often rewarded with an an- 
swer, and God has not left us 
in darkness, but has given us 
His Word which if studied 
carefully will reveal to us 
His will. You will find His 
will concerning holy living, 
the Spirit filled life, healing 
for the body, and'‘all the de- 
tails of this present life, and 
when you have found what 
His- will for you is your 
course is clear, you will know 
how to pray and what you 
may believe. 

4. It may be after all you 
did not expect God to give 
you what you asked. “He 
that cometh to Him must be- 
lieve.” It was an urgent 
case, perhaps, that you pre- 
sented and instead of leaving 
itin His hands and trusting 
Him, you were filled with 
doubt and wonder as to 
what would be the,outcome, 
you did not really pray until 
your soul settled down toa 
place of confidence, where 
you could believe that it 
would be done. © 


5. Orit may be that you 
got no answer to your prayer 
because you got in a hurry 
and could not wait God’s 
time. The Psalmist says: 
“Wait on the Lord; be of 
good courage, and he shall 
strengthen thing heart; wait | 
say, on the Lord.” If God 
always did things according 
to our schedule some things 
would be spoiled. He knows 
when his purpose has been 
worked out, and we are 
ready to receive what he 
has to give. He does not 
promise to explain everything 
to us, but expects us to put 
everything in His hands and 
trust Him. He says ‘“Com- 
mit thy way unto the Lord 
and He shall bring it to pass.” 
If we don’t get healed at 
once we send for the doctor. 
We donjt give God a chance 
to show his mighty power. 
Let us learn to submit all to 
Him and depend upon Him 
feeling or no feeling. He 
will not disappoint you. 

6. Few have learned the 
secret of prevailing prayer. 
There are times when it 
seems that quite a siege of 
wrestling and pleading and 
holding on in prayer is neces- 
sary before we are enabled 
to prevail in prayer. The 
fact that you do not get the 
answer to your prayer at 
once need not indicate that 
God means to reject your pe- 
tition, but it may be that God 
would lengthen your cords 





and strengthen your stakes 
by having you pray through 
many difficulties to get the 
coveted blessing. 

7. And there are bless- 
ings and victories sometimes 
that seem to be out of our 
reach except through fasting 
and prayer. You will re- 
member that on a certain oc- 
casion the disciples came in 
contact with an evil spirit 
which they could not cast out 
and Jesus said “this kind go- 
eth not out but by fasting and 
prayer.” 

Be assured of this one 
thing that what God has 
promised to us we can get. 
There is an avenue to it, and 
if we may but find that ave- 
nue the desired blessing is 
ours, but the enemy is always 
on hand to hinder if he can, 
but God has provided com- 
plete victory over him. Let 
us never rest short of what 
God has promised. 

That avenue that brings a 
realization of what is prom- 
ised us in Christ is the avenue 
of the prayer of faith. When 
the prayer of faith is offered 
the promised blessing is ob- 
tained. God has said, “All 
things are possible to him‘that 
believeth.” What are the 
“all things” made possible 
through faith?

Kentucky, at a memorable 
meeting the mighty power of 
God was displayed in a very 


‘extraordinary manner. Min- 


isters from alinost all de- 
nominations flocked in from 
far and near. It is supposed 
that there were in attendance 
at times, from 12,000 to 
25,000 people. Hundreds 
fell as if slain in battle. The 
heavenly fire spread in al- 
most every direction. It was 
said by truthful witnesses 
that at times more than a 
thousand persons broke out 
into loud shoutings all at once 
and the shouts could be heard 
for miles around.” Another 
witness says, “I have seen a 
hundred sinners fall as dead 
men under one sermon, and | 
have heard more than 500 
Christians shouting aloud the 
praises of God at one time 
Sinners mocked, old dry pro- 
fessors opposed, some old 
starched preachers preached 
against these exercises, but 
still the work went on.” 

In giving the history of 
those wonderful revivals, 
mention is made of much of 
the same kind of exercises 
that we see in our meetings 
now. Jerking, talling, writh- 
ing, frothing atthe mouth, 
“rolling,” barking like dogs 
and almost every imaginable 
exercise and contortion of 
the body. This was among 
the Methodists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians and _ others 
only about a century ago. It 
is acknowldged to have been 
the power ofGod that caused 
these peculiar demonstrations. 

God is not dead, and He is 
working among people in 
these days, but as there were 





opposers then, so now. We 
are accused of being ignorant 
and indecent, but this is.a 
direct thrust and reflection on 
Him by whose power we 
are controlled. 

One more instance of the 
Kentucky revival. The ex- 
perierice of a certain man 
who had fallen under the 
mighty hand of God is de- 
scribed as follows: “He ex- 
hibited no signs whatever of 
life; his limbs were rigid, his 
wrists pulseless, and his 
breath gone. Several of his 
comrades came to see him, 
but they did not gaze long 
till the power of God came 
upon them, and they fell like 
men slain in battle. 1 was 
much alarmed, but I had a 
great desire to see the issue.
